I h ave been obliged to learn a 
good desil about medicine, amd from 
th e work« I read conceived certain 
notion« as to th e best diet for th e 
development of m uscular strength . I 
« t udiea th e th e m atter carefully , and 
after a longHerieHof observtionseam e 
to th e concliiHion th ut th e medical 
writer« know little or noth ing of th e 
subject, and th a t diet, a« long as it 
was not absolutely deleterious, h as 
little or noth ing to do with ph y sical 
development and endurance, lu th e 
early ’50s I was called upon to live 
for m onth s am ong th e Indian« of th e 
North west, 
especially am ong th e 
Black feet, Flath ead» and Gro« -Ven- 
tros. 
“ W ith th e exception of th e latter, 
wh o eat a great quantity of fish , 
th ese trilies were alm ost exclusively 
m eat-eating, und th eir vegetable diet 
wa» not worth reckoning. 
Never 
am ong wh ite men h ave I seen any ­ 
th ing like th e « ame endurance th a t 
th ey display ed. Th ey were never of 
h eavy ph y sique, few of th em weigh ­ 
ing 1 GO pound« , and m ost of th em 
ls*low 145, but th eir runner» were un­ 
equalled on th is continent. W ith a 
few pounds of peinrnican m eat drie« l 
in th e sun und pounded into a h o­ 
mogeneous mass, one of th e Bluck- 
foot runners wouh l set on a journey 
of 300 miles ov e ra rugged, moun- 
taineous country 
and never take 
th an five day s in m aking th e 
trip, wh ile th e first of th em would a r­ 
rive a t h is destination in a little over 
four. On a trip of over one h undred 
miles th e liest norse would stand no 
ch ance against th em, even on level, 
ground, and wh en once am ong th e 
inouutains th ey would laugh at all 
m« )unted pursuit, no m atter h ow 
close th e h orsemen migh t l» e to th em. 
Th e (iros-Ventres, on a fish diet, 
would sta rt off to a trading post 
with a pack of fur weigh ing 150 
pounds on th eir back» and travel 
forty or fifty mil« *« a day with out ap ­ 
parent distress. So much for a diet 
exclusively compounded of eith er fish 
or fi« *« h . 
“ Wh en I went tof'h ina ,” Mr. Sh er- 
wood continued, “ I was astonish ed 
a t th e wonderful fears of th e coolies 
engaged in unloaiiing th e vessels. 
Th ey were usually men rath er under 
th an above th e average « tature of 
w h ites, but ofinimenae depth o f ch est 
and strength of limb. Never in rnv life 
h ave I seen such muscular develop­ 
ment as th a t of Homeof th ose « *oolies 
Th e knotted muHcles stood up in 
gre at ridg« -s an« l bunch es all over 
th eir ch ests, arm s ami sh oulders 
ami th eir sh ort, stunly l« *gs Isire 
th em up like towers. I h ave « **en 
one of th em come up to a vessel car- 
i ry ing a long elastic pole « ver h is 
sh oulder with roj>es a t ea« *h eml to 
¡ fasten a package to it.

j take two packs of furs, tie th em to

A few’ of th e most pros 
jh tou h wouh l occasionally , say once 
a m onth , get a bit of m eat or fish to 
e at.oruq w and th en a little bread 
but fully two-th ird» ofth em never h ad 
any th ing more nutrious th an rice 
Bread and w ater w h ich am ong Araer 
feans and Europeans is considers 
th e m ost meagre of all diets, wouh l 
h ave f**en a feast to th em, nnd y et 
th eir strength far exi-efsh nl th a t ac­ 
corded th ose wh o live on a diet fur 
m oregenerousam l nutritious accord 
Ing to medical science. Th e same th ings

engaged. 
Upon his arriv al in New York he 
went to the W estm inster hotel, where he had

11s was assigned to room 88, a 
large a p a rtm e n t of the second floor.

n o t feeling well when he went to lied in the 
evening, b ut b e th o u g h t hi*indisposition was 
the result of his long railro ad journey.

He told the physicians 
th a t he had n o t been near Jacksonville nor I 
any o th er yellow fever center, and so far as 
he knew had n o t been exposed to the disease.

The physicians knew th a t if he had yellow 
fever be p robably was p assing in to the con­ 
dition know n us “ rem ission” when the p a ­ 
tien t seems to be g ettin g well. They th o u g h t 
it would be safe to rem ove him to a hospital 
while he was in a favorable condition of 
stretig tb liefore un exjiected relapse ocrured.

Shocking Accident From s Rlsst. 


The m ost fearful fa ta lity ever recorded Ih 
M ontana took place a t the Wickos tunnel on 
the M ontana C entral roilrond a b o u t tw enty 
miles from H elena. The tunnel, upon which 
w ork has been going on for tw o years, is 
nearly com pleted und one m orning tlie n o rth 
and south heading m ade ab o u t tw enty feet 
a p a rt, the c o n tracto rs expecting to m nhe the 
connection iu a day o r tw o. A bout 0 o ’clock 
in the m orning the night shift were engaged 
in p u ttin g in th eir lu st charges. 
There 
were a b o u t th irty o r forty men a t the south 
heading, 
and 
tw enty-five 
in 
th e n o rth . 
Charge* of g ia n t powder hnd been n u t in a t 
both headings, and it was the calculation to 
set them both a t once. The men in the south 
end were ju st leaving the heading, having 
finished tam p in g th e charges, and began to 
m ove out to get in a safe place, wlfi-n a fenr- 
fui explosion shook the m ountain, over­ 
whelmed the workm en, blew som e of them to 
ato m s and buried a num ber of others under 
rock and earth . 
T hose who were in the h ad 
on the way o u t were blown forw ard by tlie 
concussion, but escaped serious injury, b u t 
the crowd c au g h t the full force of th e explo­ 
sion and 
suffered 
a terribie m u tilatio n . 
Severnl were killed o u trig h t and a num ber of 
others 
severely w ounded. 
The survivor* 
escaped to the o u ter a ir nnd gave the alarm , 
when the work of the rescue wus Iwgun.

along 
the 
trac k 
a t 
the 
m outh 
ol 
the 
tunnel 
where 
they 
presented

g hastly spectacle. 
H ere a 
fuce blown 
o u t of u!l sem blance to a hum an visage; 
there a lifeless tru n k m inus legs und arm s; 
in one place a m angled form beg rim m ed with 
dirt and powder, in a n o th e r a nude corpse 
with fragm ents of bloody g arm en ts clinging 
to it. 
Such was th e awful sight, and no won­ 
der th a t stro n g men shuddered a t its h o rro r 
and m ads h aste to screen th e revolting *|**c- 
tacle by covering it from hum an gaze. 
An­ 
o th er und an o th e r body was added to the 
railroad m orgue until a t noon ten lifeless 
figures, that, a few hours before were healthy 
inen, lay ranged side by side in fro n t of the 
black yaw ning portal* of th e sm oking tu n ­ 
nel. 
Kix wounded men were also taken from 
the debris. Only one is seriously h u rt, h av ­ 
ing a com pound fracture of the arm .

o th ers are b u t slightly injured, and will re­ 
cover. Tho 
cont roctors, 
L arson, 
Keefe 
A 
Co., 
were 
n o t 
responsible 
for th e accident, which is the first, fa ta lity | 
that, h as occurred in ite construction.

cause was the exploding of a single cup in the 
n o rth heading, which touched off powder in 
u long hole charged from the o th er end, the 
men n o t dream ing th a t a charge was so near. 
The ten dead bodies were b ro u g h t to Helena 
for interm ent.

He was the elder b ro th er 
o f th e D em ocratic candidate 
for governor 
and a grandson of Gen. l^ewi* F atio . 
H on. 
H. A. lwsngle was one of the m ost active and 
public spirited citizens and n near relative of 
Mr. Flem ing. 
B oth died of yellow fever near 
th e sam e hour. 
F ran k W. Ely, a prom inent 
insurance agent, wa# also one of to-day s 
victim s. 
He was n o t generally know n to b« 
dangerously 111.

Shocking Accident From s B int, 
The most fearful fatality ever recorded lh 
Montana took place at the Wickes tunnel on 
the M ontana (Vntral roilrond about twenty 
miles from Helena. The tunnel, upon which 
work has been going on for two years, is 
nearly completed und one morning (lie north 
and south betiding made about twenty feet 
apart, the contractors ex|>ecting to make the 
connection in a day or two. About G o ’clock 
in the morning the night shift were engaged 
in putting in their lust charges. 
There 
were about thirty or forty men a t the south 
heading, and twenty-five 
in the north. 
Charges of ginnt powder had been put in a t 
both head in vs. and it sn* the calculation to 
sci them both a t once. The men in the south 
end were just leaving the heading, having 
finished tam ping the charges, aud liegan to 
move out to get in a safe place, win n a fear­ 
ful explosion shook the mountain, over­ 
whelmed the workmen, blew some of them to 
atom s and buried a numl»er of other* under 
rock und earth. Those who were in the lead 
on the way out were blown forward by the 
concussion, but escaped serious injury, but 
the crowd caught, the full force of tne explo­ 
sion and suffered 
a terrible mutilation. 
Several were killed outright and a number of 
other# severely wounded.

Two of the 
noblest of Flr ' :'L '» native sons fell to-day— 
Louis I- Fleming, whose son and name-sake 
wa# laid to rest only three days ago, and 
Hon. Henry A. 
Lengle, 
cashier of the 
Bank of the State of Florida, ex-treasurer of 
state and lately the heroic and indefatigable 
chairman of the committee on sensation of 
the citizens’ anno na (ion. No m onstood high­ 
er in Florida as a man and a lawyer than 
which is the first fatality j Louis I. Fleming. He was the elder brother 
"" 
of the Democratic candidate for governor 
and a grandson of Gen. l>»wis Fatio. 
Hon. 
H. A. Jangle was one of the most active and 
public spirited citizen# and a near relative of 
Mr. FTeming. Both died of yellow fever near 
the same hour. F m ak W. Ely, a prominent 
Insurance agent, was also one of to-day’s 
victims. He was not generally known to ba 
dangerously IU, The fatal list c o n ta in the 


names of Mre. C. W. Herrick, whose husband 
disd ten days ago, th* third death in this 
hon##; H arry L. Robinson, Mrs. C. H. Wei 
mouth, FIzra Gray, Mr. Chatman, an infant 
of J. W. Wallace, Lulu Coleman, Benjamin 
, Bogwell and Mrs. Patrick KeUy. The nom 
ber of new cases to-day was 43; death# 12, 
the largest record of m ortality yet; total 
cases reported to date. 830; to tal deaths, 
116. The weather is still wet and unprom ­ 
ising, and the earth so ake*! with water. Sev­ 
eral physicians and nu ram from other cities— 
New Orleans, Mobile and Savannah—arrived 
to-day. A special train wa* sent to McClenny 
this afternoon with physicians, nurses and 
supplies. About sixty-five cases have been 
reported a t McClenney and ten or twelve 
deaths. The place is alm ost depopulated, 
not more than 240 people remaining. The 
local physicians are all Mick. The Citizens’ 
association to-day resolved to pay for the 
erection fit a hospital to be maintained by 
the Knight* Templars. Dr. Mallet!, eminent 
commander and protector of th# hospital in 
behalf of the order, was stricken with fever 
to-day, but will probably recover. Rev. Dr. 
Weller, of St. John's ahurch, is still ill from 
overwork. H i is an epidemic veteran from 
Vicksburg. Camp Mitchell is being rapidly 
built and equipped. A large order for hos­ 
pital, camp und general supplies was tele­ 
graphed New York to-day.

Yesterday morning I started for McClenny 
aud hull a most eventful trip. 
I went a# 
correspondent to the World. And as special 
representative of the Duval county hoard of 
health. I left at IU o'clock and got to with­ 
in one mile of a pretty town called Baldwin, 
where the trains run daily, remaining over 
night by the fumigating car. At Buldwiu I 
found the people terror stricken. Every­

I reached McClenny ut 3 o ’clock and found 
the town completely demoralized. It is u 
straggling little place with about 200 house# 
und ut present I should not think much over 
twenty people in it. Both the doctors, both 
the clergymen, the mayor and every one else 
in authority were ill, and the town was tieing 
run by it young fellow who had been sent 
with ten other Red (’rose nurse# to take 
charge until the arrival of a doctor who 
went up to-day. II* had turned the hotel

four cases. Of the si* k, with the exception 
of five, nil are doing well or sure to m over. 
After getting a list *»f supplies nnd necessi­ 
ties that were required, I started for Jack­ 
sonville in a light cart, with a mule and col­ 
ored driver. 
th u d almost g o t through in 
safety, when a t the depot—fortunately on 
the side of the town I wa# making for—my 
guard and I were hulled and a mob of about 
twenty-five or thirty men rushed upon ms 
like hounds on a fox. 
I was threatened with 
being locked up and abused in the m ost 
shameful way. I was escorted to the fumi­ 
gating car and asked the conductor of the 
tra in ] hod come in to let me m d there 
until the morning, when he would go down, 
but he revised, Ko I tramped on the eight 
mile post, where the night mntchmnn let ms 
lay down on a sawdust heap, I rested for a 
few hours, and theu st arte*) again, but after 
going a couple of miles I struck M aristt, 
where the people were not terror stricken, 
nnd gave me a breakfast and a wagon to 
town. Certainly it sounds strange, but Jack­ 
sonville was like a haven of refuge. It has 
rained nearly all the time with a steady 
downpour th a t is terribly disheartening. The 
air is cold. damp nnd full of miasma. Already 
the doctors report bad symptoms among 
their patients from the unfavorable weather, 
and unless it changes for Is-tter th# death 
roll will increase very fast.

p artu re of J. G. Jones. T li*citizen*’ associa­ 
tion 
m eets 
daily, 
b u t 
the 
a tte n ­ 
dance is very sm all, only member* of the 
various com m ittees and a few others being 
present. 
In E ast Jacksonville the fever has been 
p retty well th ro u g h all the white families and 
It is now w orking on th e colored folks. 
In 
fact, there are very few white families in the 
city th a t have not !**ui a ttack ed by the 
fevei. 
Dr. J. Wise arrived to tak e charge of 
a governm ent fum igating sta tio n . 
He bus 
delivered over the charge of the hospital 
te n t u t Carap F erry to Dr. F a g e t of New 
Orleans. 
On his w ay dow n he tried to go to Fernan- 
dina to see how things were there, b u t re­ 
ceived the following telegram from H. E. Dot- 
terer, president of the board of health: 
No yellow fever, no suspicious cases. 
We 
invite investigation, and would be glad to 
have you with us b u t th a t you are ju st from 
a yellow fever hospital, and y o u r calling here 
would alarm ou r people. Send a surgeon who 
has n o t been in the h o spital and we will g lad ­ 
ly welcome him. 
F o r reasons given we can­ 
not avail our.ielves of y o u r valuable services.

A curious instance of conjugal irregu­ 
larity was in the English contingent.

From th e St. Louis Po»t-D i«patch. 
Keeping in out of the heat, Henry 
L. Sherwood, of Astoria, Ore.,who is a t 
the Southern, in the course of conver­ 
sation with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
§aid: 
‘Having been for the 
iast 
thirty years engaged in the fur husi- 
nurtu, I have been called upon very 
frequently to visit China, nnd have 
taken a number of trips to the islands 
of the Pacific nnd certain parts of 
India. I have Ixten obliged to learn a 
good deal about medicine, and from 
the works 1 read conceived certain 
notions as to the txvxt diet for the 
development of muscular strength. I 
studied the the m atter carefully, and 
after a long series of observtions came 
to the conclusion th a t the medical 
writers know little or nothing of the 
subject, and th at diet, as long us it 
was not absolutely deleterious, has 
little or nothing to do with physical 
development and endurance. In the 
early '50s I was called upon to live 
for months among the Indians of the 
Northwest, especially among the 
lilackfeet, Flatheads and Gros-Ven- 
tres. 
“ With the exception of the latter, 
who eat a great quantity of fish, 
these tribea were alm ost exclusively 
meat-eating, and their vegetable diet 
was not worth reckoning. 
Never 
among white men have I seen any­ 
thing like the same endurance th at 
t hey displayed. They were never of 
heavy physique, few of them weigh­ 
ing 1 GO pounds, and most of them 
below 145, but their runners were un­ 
equalled on this continent. With a 
few pounds of pern mica n meat dried 
in the sun und pounded into a ho­ 
mogeneous mass, one of the Black- 
foot runners would set on a journey 
of ‘100 miles over a rugged, moun- 
taineous country and never take 
more than five days in making the 
trip, while the first of them would ar­ 
rive a t his destination in a little over 
four. On a trip of over one hundred 
miles the liest norse would stand no 
chance against them, even on level, 
ground, and when once among the 
mountains they would laugh a t all 
mounted pursuit, no m atter how 
close the horsemen might lie to them. 
The Gros-Ventres, on a fish diet, 
would start off to a trading post 
with a pack of fur weighing 150 
pounds on their backs and travel 
forty or fifty miles a day without ap­ 
parent distress. So much for a diet 
exclusively compounded of either fish 
or fl«*sh. 
“ When I wont to China,” Mr. Sher­ 
wood continued, “ I was astonished 
at the wonderful fears of the coolies 
engaged in unloading the vessels. 
They were usually men rather under 
than above the average stature of 
w hites, but ofimmenae depth of chest 
and strength ot limb. Never in rnv life 
have I seen such muscular develop­ 
ment as th at of somsofthose coolies. 
The knotted muscles stood up in 
great ridges nnd bunches all over 
their chests, arm s anti shoulders, 
and their short, sturdy legs bore 
them up like towers. I have seen 
one of them come up to a vessel car­ 
rying a long elastic pole over his 
shoulder with ropes a t each end to 
fasten u package to it. He would 
take two packs of furs, tie them to 
the pole, stoop down so as to get his 
shoulder under it and tro t off with his 
load oh if it were nothing unusual. 
Each of these packs Jiad been carried 
to the wharf by two strong seamen, 
one being deemed unequal to the 
task, and yet those coolies would 
move off easily under what had lteen 
considered a good load 
for four 
sailors. Four hundred pounds was 
no 
uncommon 
load, 
and 
some 
were said to In* able to carry 600 or 
700pounds for long distances. These 
men, whose muscles were far more 
powerful than those of any human 
fteings I ever saw', never tasted any­ 
thing but rice from year's end to 
year's end. A few of the most pros- 
jierous would occasionally, say once 
a month, get a bit of m eat or fish to 
eat.oruqw and then a little bread, 
but fully two-thirds of them never had 
any thing more nutrious than rice. 
Bread and water which among Amer­ 
icans and Europeans is considered 
the most meagre of all diets, would 
have been a feast to them, and yet 
their strength far exceeded th a t ac­ 
corded those who live on a diet far 
m oregenerousand nutritious accord­ 
ing to medical science. The same things 
was true of the Chineseriver boat­ 
men, who were magnificently built 
men, nnd could pull their heavy oars 
twenty-four bonus nt a stretch, re­ 
ceiving its food during th a t time a 
couple of handfuls of rice—about as 
much as an American would eat a t a 
single meal when he had a number of 
other dishes on the tablo.”

Curiosities of to tl. 


San FrancU eo Chronicle. 
Does any one expect a practical 
chemist ever to stop to think of all 
the substances which we get from pit 
coal and the alm ost inconceivable 
variety of their uses? Everybody is 
familiar w it h those of them th at are 
in daily use, such as gas, illuminat­ 
ing oils, coke and paraffine, but of the 
greater part few persons know even 
the names, science advances so rapid­ 
ly and its nornenciature is so exten­ 
sive and so abstruse. It is no won­ 
der th at merchants and m anufactur­ 
ers take advantage of this ignorance 
to foist upon the public articles of 
food, of drink, or for the toilet that, 
if they are not always dangerous to 
the health, have not in them a parti­ 
cle of substances which they pretend 
to contain. 
Though pit coal has 
been known for some hundreds 
ot 
years, the discovery ot its numberless 
products is confined to the present 
century. Illuminating gas w'as un­ 
known a hundred years ago. Petrole­ 
um has l>een in use only about 40 
years, and it is scarcely more than 50 
since some one discovered th a t stone 
coal was inflammable. Nearly all 
the other products derived from soft 
coal have been discovered and ap­ 
plied in the interests of science or ol 
fraud within the last 
twenty-five 
years. The first thought in regard 
to coal Is th at it is made to give heat 
or warmth; the next th at one of its 
principal uses is to illuminate. But 
there are obtained from it the means 
of producing over four h und m l colors, 
or shades of color, among thechief ol 
which ure saffron, violet blue and 
indigo. There are also obtained a 
great variety of perfumes cinnamon, 
bitter a 1 rnonds. queen of the meadows, 
clove, wintergreon, anise, camphor, 
thymol (a new French odor), vani- 
line and heliotrophine. Some of the«f 
are used for flavoring. Among the 
explosive agents whose discovery ha* 
been caused hr the war spirit of the 
last years in Europe are two called 
dinitrobenzine,or bellite.and picrates. 
To medicine coal has given hypnone, 
salicylic acid, napthol, phenol, and 
I antipyrine. Ilenzineand naphthaline 
are powerful insecticides. There have 
lw*en found in it ammoaiacal salts use­ 
ful 
ns 
fertilizer, tannin, sacchar- 
ine(a substitute for sugar),the flavor 
of currants, rasplierry, and js’pper, 
pyrogallic acid and hydroquinont 
used in photography, and various 
substances familiar or unfamiliar, 
such as tar, rosin, asvhaltum, lubri­ 
cating oils, varnish, and the flitter 
taste of beer. By means of some of 
these we can have wine without the 
juice of the grafs*. beer without nuijt, 
preserves 
without, 
either fruit 
or 
sugar, 
perfumes 
without 
flowers, and coloring m atters with­ 
out vegetable or animal substances 
from which they have t>eon hitherto 
chiefly derived. 
W hat is to be the end of all this? 
Are our coal beds not only to warm 
ami 
illuminate, but to feed and 
quench the thirst of posterity? We 
know they are the luxuriant vegeta­ 
tion of primal epochs stored and 
compressed in a wav th at has made 
them highly convenient for transport 
and daily use. They are nature’s 
savings laid up for a rainy day for 
her children, th* human r a c e , and it 
is probably because they are compos­ 
ed of the trees, the ]4ante, the roots, 
the fruits and the flowers of the an­ 
cient world th at t h e y now so largely 
supply 
the place of our forests, 
plains, fields and gardens. 


The Yellow Fever Peril. 
Yellow fever is a distinct species of 
fever having a special cause peculiar 
to itself. Many very cogent consid­ 
erations render it probable th at the 
special causes of the different fevers 
are living germs or entities, which 
act by their presence in the blood 
and by the changes in the condition 
of the blood which they cause. The 
special cause of yellow fever is thus 
made a Hpn ial germ of the most 
deadly character in it« effect on the 
blood. This dread disease is peculiar 
in the purts of theglobe to which it 
specially 
belongs. 
There 
is 
o 
yellow fever rone, as it is called, 
w hich extends north of the equator 
to forty degr*ee, but south to only 
twenty degrees-, and the disease pre^ 
vails le*K in our hemisphere than iD 
the Eastern, and less in Africa than 
in certain parts 
of Europe and 
America. In America it belongs ee 
pecially on the Atlantic coast, in the 
commercial centres south of Charles­ 
ton, and ou the coast of the Gulf of 
Mexiro ami in the West India Islands. 
The cause of the disease is destroyed 
by a temperature of thirty-two de­ 
grees F., and it always seems to be­ 
come all used out of the atmosphere 
after 
about 
sixty 
days. 
A* 
a rule, the disease is not dissemina­ 
ted by the presence of a case brought 
from elsewhere. If the case is not 
present, or a condition of things, a s 
filth and foul 
air, favorable 
to 
the cause, the presence of a ca*e 
does not spread the disease. Tit* 
more mild form of the fever, or the 
first stage in bad cases, is not very 
serious. It is when a stage comes 
in which the failure of action of the 
organs which cleanse the 
blood 
causes the skin to appear yellow, 
and especially when tno blood be­ 
gins to break from its vessels in the 
stomach, and to cause a vomit of 
blood, th at the disease was a t its 
worst. The blood is then charged 
with foul m atter which in health 
would have been excreted from the 
system, and as in this condition it 
cannot do its life-sustaining office 
t he patient dies of ex ha ust ion. It is 
by no means impossible th a t future 
biological research may find that 
what are called “germs,” in explain­ 
ing the cause of the disease, are in 
fiw't dust of one kind or another, of, 
perhaps, vegetable origin, the en­ 
trance of which into the system has 
chemical effects in the blood of a 
corrupting character. The varieties 
of infinitely refined dust in various 
atmospheres are very great.—Mail 
and Express.

Cen Wk# Perform Welder ft I Feats «f Entwine* 
s Starvation Dict. 
From th# St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
Keeping in out o f the heat, Henry 
L. Sherwood, of Astoria, Ore.,who is at 
the Southern, in the course of conver­ 
sation with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
said: 
‘H aving been for the 
last 
thirty years engaged in the fur busi- 
nu«i>, I have been called upon very 
frequently to visit China, and have 
taken a numbtjr of trips to the islands 
of the Pacific and certain parts of 
India. I have been obliged to learn a 
good deal about medicine, and from 
the works I read conceived certain 
notions as to the best diet for the 
development of muscular strength. I 
studied the the m atter carefully, and 
after a long series of observtionscam e 
to the conclusion that the medical 
writers know little or nothing of the 
subject, and th at diet, as long as it 
was not absolutely deleterious, has 
little or nothing to do with physical 
development and endurance. In the 
early '50s I was called upon to live 
for months am ong the Indians of the 
Northwest, 
especially 
am ong the 
Blackfeet, Flatheads and Gros-Ven- 
tro8. 
“ With the exception of the latter, 
who eat a great quantity of fish, 
these triltes were alm ost exclusively 
meat-eating, and their vegetable diet 
was not worth reckoning. 
Never 
am ong white men have I seen any­ 
thing Tike the sam e endurance that 
they displayed. They were never of 
heavy physique, few of them weigh­ 
ing IGO pounds, and m ost of them 
below 145, but t heir runners were un­ 
equalled tin this continent. With a 
few pounds of pemmican meat dried 
in the sun and pounded into a ho­ 
mogeneous maws, one of the Black­ 
foot runners would set on a journey 
of *T00 miles over a rugged, nioun- 
tuineous country 
find never take 
more lim n five days in making the 
trip, while the first of them would ar­ 
rive at his destination in ti little over 
four. On a trip of over one hundred 
miles the liest norse would stand no 
chance against them, even on level, 
ground, and when once am ong the 
m ountains they would laugh a t till 
mounted pursuit, no m atter how 
close the horsemen might lie to them. 
The (JroH-Ventres, oil a fish diet, 
would start off to a trading post 
with a pack of fur weighing 150 
pounds on their backs arui travel 
forty or fifty miles a day w ithout ap­ 
parent distress. So much for a diet 
exclusively compounded of either fish 
or fi<*sh. 
“ Whejt I went to China,” Mr. Sher­ 
wood continued, “ I was astonished 
at tile wonderful fears of the c o o lie s 
engaged in unloading the vessels 
They were usually men rather under 
than above the average stature of 
whites, but ofimmenne depth of chest 
and strength of limb. Never in my life 
have I se«*n such muscular develop­ 
ment ais that of som eofthose coolies 
The knott«*d muscles stood up in 
ridge* and bunches all over 
their chests, arms and shoulders, 
ond their short, sturdy legs boro 
them up like towers. I have seen 
one of them come up to a vessel car 
rying a long elastic pole over his 
shoulder with ropes a t each end to 
fasten u package to it. 
He would 
take two packs of furs, tie them to 
the pole, stoop down so as to get his 
shoulder under it and trot off with his 
load as if it were nothing unusual. 
Each of these packs had been carried 
to the wharf by two strong seamen, 
one lieing deemed unequal to the 
task, anti yet those coolies would 
move tiff easily under what had lieen 
considered a good load 
for four 
sailors. 
Four hundred pounds was 
no 
uncommon 
loaf], 
and 
some 
were said to Is* able to carry GGG or 
IGG pounds for long distances. These 
men, whose muscles were far mort 
powerful than those of any human 
beings I ever saw, never tasted any 
thing but rice from year's end to 
O 
A 
year's end. A few of the m ost pros- 
perous would occasionally, say once 
a month, get a bit of m eat or fish to 
eat, or iiqw and then a little bread, 
but fully two-thirds of them never had 
any thing more nutrious than rice. 
Bread and water which am ong Amer­ 
icans and Europeans is considered 
the m ost meagre of all diets, would 
have lieen a fe.ist to them, and yet 
their strength far exceeded th at ac­ 
corded those who live on a diet fur 
moregenerotisand nutritiousaccord­ 
ing to medical science. T hesam ethings 
was true of the Chineseriver boat­ 
men, who were magnifh-ently built 
men, and could pull their heavy oars 
twenty-four hours nt a stretch, re­ 
ceiving as food during that time a 
couple of handfuls of rice—about as 
much as an American would eat a t a 
single meal when he had a number of 
other dishes on the tahlo.”

Camerae* of coal* 
San Francisco Chronicle. 


Does any one expect a practical 
chemist ever to stop to think o f all 
the substances which we get from pit 
coal and the alm ost inconceivable 
variety of their uses? Everybody is 
familiar with those of them th at are 
in dally use, such os gas, illuminat­ 
ing oils, coke and paraffine, but of the 
greater part few persons know even 
the names, science advances so rapid­ 
ly and its nomenclature is so exten­ 
sive and so abstruse. It is no won­ 
der th at merchants and m anufactur­ 
ers take advantage of this ignorance 
to foist upon the public articles of 
food, of drink, or for the toilet that, 
if they are not always dangerous to 
the health, have not in them a parti­ 
cle of substances which they pretend 
to contain. 
Though pit cool has 
been known for some hundreds 
of 
years, the discovery of its numberless 
products is confined to the present 
century. Illum inating gas was un­ 
known a hundred years ago. Petrole­ 
um has l>een iii use only about 40 
years, and itisscarcely more than 50 
since some one discovered that stone 
coal was inflammable. 
Nearly all 
the other products derived from soft 
coal have been discovered and tip- 
plied in the iuterests pf science or ol 
fraud within the last 
twenty-five 
years. The first thought in regard 
to coal Is that it is made to give heat 
or warmth; the next that one of its 
principal uses is to illuminate. 
But 
there are obtained from it the means 
of producing over four hundred colors, 
or shades of color, am ong thechief ol 
which are saffron, violet blue and 
indigo. There are also obtained a 
great variety of j»erfume« cinnamon, 
bitter a I monde, queen of the meadows, 
clove, wintergreen, anise, camphor, 
thym ol (a new French odor), vani- 
line and heliotrophine. Some of thew 
are used for flavoring. 
Among the 
explosive agents whose discovery bai1 
been caused bv the war spirit of the 
last years in Europe are tw o called 
dinitrnbenzine, or bellite,and picrates. 
To medicine coal has given hypnone, 
salicylic add, napthol, phenol, and 
antipyrine. 
Berizineand naphthaline 
are powerful insecticides. 
rf here have 
lieen found in it ammoaiaea! salts use­ 
ful 
as 
fertilizer, tannin, sacchar­ 
ine) a substitute for sugar I,the flavor 
of currants, raspberry, and lapper, 
pyrogallic acid and hydroqtunone 
used in photography, and various 
substances familiar or unfamiliar, 
such as tar, rosin, asvhaltum , lubri­ 
cating oils, varnish, arid the bitter 
taste of beer. 
By means of some of 
these we can have wine w ithout the 
juice of the grape, beer without nnilt, 
preserves 
without 
either 
fruit 
or 
sugar, 
jierfurnes 
without 
flowers, and coloring m atters with­ 
out v e g e ta b le or animal su b stan ce 
from which they have lieen hitherto 
chiefly derived. 
What is to 5>e the end of all this? 
Are our coal beds not only to warm 
ami 
illuminate, 
but to feed and 
quench the thirst of posterity?

Yellow fever is a distinct species of 
fever having a special cause peculiar 
to itself. 
Many very cogent consid­ 
erations render it probable that the 
special causes of the different fevers 
are living germs or entities, which 
act by their presence in the blood 
and by the changes in the condition 
of the blow! which they cause. 
The 
special cause of yellow fever is thus 
made a special germ of the most 
deadly character in its effect on t he 
blood. This dread disease is peculiar 
in the parts of theglobe to which it 
specially 
belongs. 
There 
is 
a 
yellow fever z o n e , ob it is called, 
w hich extends north of the equator 
to forty degrees, but south to only 
twenty degree*; arid the disease pre­ 
vails less in our hemisphere than in 
the Eastern, and less in Africa than 
in certain parts 
of Europe 
anti 
America. In America it Itelon^s es 
peeially on the Atlantic coast, in the 
commercial centres south of Charles­ 
ton, and on the coast of the Gulf ol 
Mexico and in the West India Islands. 
The cause of the disease is destroyed 
by a temperature of thirty-two de­ 
grees F., and it always seems to be­ 
come all used out of the atmosphere 
after 
about 
sixty 
days.

It is 
by no means impossible th at future 
biological research m ay find that 
what are called “germ s,” in explain­ 
ing the cause of the disease, are in 
fact dust of one kind or another, of, 
wrhaps, vegetable origin, the en­ 
trance of which into the system has 
chemical effects in the blood of a 
corrupting character. 
The varieties 
of infinitely refined dust in various 
atmospheres are very great.—Mail 
and Express.

DISTRICT COURT. 


Report of the Grand Jury and Dispo­ 
sition of Civil and Criminal 
Cases to Date. 
District court for Crow Wing county 
convened at tho court house in this 
city Monday, September 17th, at IO 
a. iii., Judge C. B. Sleeper presiding. 
An unusually large list of civil and 
personal tax cases were on the calen­ 
dar, besides two or three criminal 
cases, and at this writing over one- 
half have been disposed of. The fol­ 
lowing is a report of the proceedings 
of tho 


ORAND JURY. 
M. L. Young was indicted for as­ 
sault with intent to commit murder. 
An indict ment wa* found against A. 
L. Wilson, John Dougherty and G. 
Barrett for burglary. 
An indictment was found against 
Honry G. Moore for larceny. 
The following recommendations 
were made with reference to the con­ 
dition of the county jail, arid were ap­ 
proved by the court:

2. That the court direct sanitary im­ 
provements by way of supply of sun­ 
shine and pure water. 
A Resolution was pa • *d requesting 
the county commissioners to purchase 
matting for the court room, as sug­ 
gested by the honorable court. 
It was voted lo find an indictment 
against J. ii. Glover for selling liquor 
without a Keen*'*, and if the county at­ 
torney doomed best, for keeping a dis­ 
orderly house. 
The following resolution was then 
adopted: 


R e s o l v e d , That the mayor of this 
city bo informed through the Hon­ 
orable Court that in the opinion of 
the grand jury he is permitting open 
violations of the laws of this state and 
ordinances of the city of Brainerd, 
which he has sworn to uphold; that 
such violations of laws arni ordin­ 
ances on his part is submersive of 
morality and of the best interests of 
the community, and this grand jury 
ask that ho will correct his coarse in 
this particular, or give way to some 
one who will take the position he oc­ 
cupies and carry out and enforce the 
laws and the ordinances.
